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RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

Dear Sir: 

In response to the outstanding Restriction Requirement of July 25, 2003, Applicants 
provisionally elect, with traverse, Group I, claims 1-10. However, it is respectfully submitted that 
examination of all claims simultaneously would place no undue burden on the Examiner. The 
Applicants respectfully point out that examination of the claims of Group II (claims 1-8), Group 
III (claims 1 1-13, 16, and 17), and Group IV (claims 14 and 15) necessarily entail a search of the 
subject matter of Group I, and therefore submit that the examination of Groups I, II, III, and IV 
together present no significant burden over the examination of Group I alone. 

For a restriction requirement to be valid, the Examiner must establish that the search and 
examination of the entire application cannot be made without serious burden (M.P.E.P § 803). 
Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request examination of all claims simultaneously.
